AGAINST FEDERAL E M R V I M O PRIVATE Bl MINES* 


P r e s id e n t Coolidge has reaffirmed his position against entry 
of I he federal government into private business enterprises in an 
address which he jjavo Monday nitfht before the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. 
Asserting that “in general the country is best served through 
the competition of private enterprise” and that “if the people are 
to remain politically free, they must be economically free,” the 
President said: 
“The very essence of business is the expectation of a profit 
on the part of those who conduct it. 
Government is Conducted 
from an entirely different motive. 
When business is in private 
hands, it is expected to be run for the benefit of the owners. 
When 
the government steps in, the purchasers, users, and lK*neficiaries 
of what the government undertakes to supply insist that the con­ 
cern shcAikl be conducted for their benefit.” 
Under these conditions, the President pointed out, business 
lacks enterprise and initiative and has no motive to provide an im­ 
proved service. 
Continuing, Mr. Coolidge said: 
“Flowing out of these unavoidable conditions, if the govern­ 
ment gets into business on any large scale, we soon find that the 
beneficiaries attempt to play a large part in the control. 
While in 
theory it is to serve the public, in practice it will be very largely 
serving private interests. 
It comes to be regarded as a species of 
government favor and those who are most adroit get tho larger 
part of it. 
Men in public life are besought to secure places of em ­ 
ployment for some persons in their locality and favorable con­ 
tracts for others. 
The situation rapidly develops into a position 
of intrenched selfishness, where a great body of public employees 
and large outside interests are in virtual control, with the general 
public paying a high cost for poor service. 
“ With all the care that it is possible to exercise, a situation of 
this kind becomes entangled in favoritism and is always in great 
danger of causing corruption and scandal.” 
If it is desirable to avoid “ the blighting effects of monopoly 
supported by the money of the taxpayer,” prevent existence of a 
privileged class, shield public o til cia Is from the influence of pro­ 
paganda, and “keep the government unencumbered and clean, with 
an eye single to public service,” the President declared, “we shall 
leave tho conduct of our private business with the individual, 
where it belongs, and not undertake to unload it on the govern­ 
ment. 
Mr. Coolidge^ plea against government participation in pri­ 
vate businesses predicated his opinion that the rights of individ­ 
ual states should be scrupulously regarded insofar as they did not 
violate the Constitution, and that “they should be left alone to 
solve their own problem in their own way under tin' pressure of 
public opinion, rather than have outside authority step in to at­ 
tempt to solve it for them.” 
“There are always those who are willing to surrender local 
self-goveiament and turn over their affairs to some national auth­ 
ority in exchange for a payment o f money out of the federal treas­ 
ury,” President Coolidge said. 
“Whenever they find that some 
abuse needs correction in their neighborhood, instead of applying 
a remedy themselves they seek to have a tribunal sent on from 
Washington to discharge their duties for them, regardless of the 
fact that in accepting such supervision they are bartering away 
their freedom.”

of the federal government into private business enterprises in an 
address which he gave Monday night before the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. 
Asserting that “in general the country is best served through 
the competition of private enterprise” and that “ if the people are 
to remain politically free, they must be economically free,” the 
President said: 
“The very essence of business is the expectation of a profit 
on the part of those who conduct it. 
(Government is conducted 
from an entirely different motive. 
When business is in private 
hands, it is expected to he run for the benefit of the owners. When 
the government steps in, the purchasers, users, and beneficiaries 
of what the government undertakes to supply insist that the con­ 
cern should be conducted for their benefit.” 
Under these conditions, the President pointed out, business 
lacks enterprise and initiative and has no motive to provide an im­ 
proved service. 
Continuing, Mr. Coolidge said: 
“Flowing out of these unavoidable conditions, if the govern­ 
ment gets into business on any large scale, we soon find that the 
beneficiaries attempt to play a large part in the control. 
While in 
theory it is to serve the public, in* practice it will be very largely 
serving private interests. It comes to be regarded as a species of 
government favor and those who are most adroit get the larger 
part of if. Men in public life are besought to secure places of em­ 
ployment for some persons in their locality and favorable con­ 
tracts for others. 
The situation rapidly develops into a position 
of intrenched selfishness, where a great body of public employees 
and large outside interests are in virtual control, with the general 
public paying a high cost for poor service. 
“With all the care that it is possible to exercise, a situation of 
this kind becomes entangled in favoritism and is always in great 
danger of causing corruption and scandal.” 
If it is desirable to avoid “tile blighting effects of monopoly 
supported by the money of the taxpayer,” prevent existence of a 
privileged class, shield public officials from the influence of pro­ 
paganda, and “keep the government unencumbered and clean, with 
an eye single to public service,” the President declared, “we shall 
leave the conduct of our private business with the individual, 
where it belongs, and not undertake to unload it on the govern­ 
ment.* 
Mr. Coolidge’s plea against government participation in pri­ 
vate businesses predicated his opinion that the rights of individ­ 
ual states should be scrupulously regarded insofar as they did not 
violate the Constitution, and that “ they should be left alone to 
solve their own problem in their own way under the pressure of 
public opinion, rather than have outside authority step in to a t­ 
tempt to solve it for them.” 
“There are always those who are willing to surrender local 
self-government and turn over their affairs to some national au th ­ 
ority in exchange for a payment of money out of the federal treas­ 
ury,” President Coolidge said. 
“ Whenever they find that some 
abuse needs correction in their neighborhood, instead of applying 
a remedy themselves they seek to have a tribunal sent on from 
Washington to discharge their duties for them, regardless of the 
fact that in accepting such supervision they are bartering away 
their freedom.”
